Aimci-K  1.  This  Association  sliall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Blackford 
County  Agricultural,  Horticultural  and  Mechanical  Association. 

A i:t.  2.  Tlie  object  ol  the  Association  shall  be,  lirst,  the  development  of  the 
Agricultural  resources;  second,  the  advunc<  nient  and  encouragement  of  tlie 
mechanical  and  manufacturing  interests  ol  the  county  of  Blackford. 

Aht.u.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent  and  a Board  of  nine  Directors, 
ami  such  other  officers  and  assistants  as  nmy  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Anr.  i.  J'lie  officers  above  named  shall  be  elected  by  the  citizens  who  have 
signed  these  Articles  of  Association. 

Anr.  5.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  all  other  officers  sliall 
serve  for  tile  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Anr.  G.  The  Stockholders  of  this  Association  sliall  hold  their  annual  election 
of  officers  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  year. 

Art.  7 Each  Director  and  officer  herein  contemplated  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  ot  said  office,  take  and  subscribe  before  some  person  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  the  same,  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faithful  discharge  | 
ot  li is  duties  as  such  officer. 

Art.  S.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  full  and  complete  control  of  the  [ 
business  and  finances  of  the  Association,  and  may  by  order  of  said  Board,  when  I 
in  regular  session,  delegate  tlie  same,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  to  I 
such  officers  or  committees  of  this  Association  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  | 

Art.  y It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  make  and  adopt  all  ; 
such  rules  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  elfiect  the  object  of  this  organiza-  j 
lion,  not  inconsistent  with  this  State  or  these  Articles  ol  Association. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  ! 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  to  act  as  the  executive  officer  of  tiie  Board  when  in  ! 
session,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  herein  contemplated,  as  may  be  re-  I 
quired  by  order  of  tlie  Board  of  Directors. 

Art.  11.  These  Articles  of  Association  may  be  amended  at  any  time  after  : 
the  association  is  organized,  by  a vote  ot  two-thirds  of  the  stockholders  present  j 
at  the  meeting  when  the  proposed  amendment  is  offered,  when  such  lias  been  i 
so  taken  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  annual  election  of  olficers  by  the  stockholders 
ol  this  Association,  and  certified  to  by  the  President,  it  shail  be  the  duty  of  the 
Boil’d  at  their  next  regular  meeting  thereafter,  by  resolution,  to  adopt  as  an 
amendment  to  these  Articles  ot  Association  the  particular  amendment  directed 
bv  the  atoresaid  vote  of  the  stockholders. 


The  most  popular  line  ot  patent  medicines  to  lie  found  iu  this  or  any  other  market  at 
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Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  every  premium  list 
offered  by  them,  to  incorpor  ate  a provision  notifying  exhibitors  that  premiums 
will  be  paid  only  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  receipts  at  such  fair,  if  the 
amount  of  money  received  shall  be  insufficient  to  liquidate  them  in  lull. 

Art.  13.  The  Treasurer  of  this  Society  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  only  as 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  hy 
the  Secretary.  Five  Directors  shall  constitute  a quorum  to  transact  business. 


Art.  14.  The  corporate  seal  of  this  Association  shall  b> 
of  Commissioners  of  Blackford  County,  impressed  on  the-*, 
tion.

Art.  17.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  constitute  five  dollars,  and  every  member  of 
the  Assooiation  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  owned  by  him, 
provided  that  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  own  or  control  more  than 
twenty  shares  of  stock.

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RULES  OF  THE  FAIR. 

T.  All  stock  and  articles  must  lie  entered  with  the  Secretary  before  10  o’clock  A.  M.  of  the 
day  on  which  they  are  to  be  exhibited,  except  the  entries  tor  the  races,  which  will  close  at  12 
o’clock.  Positively  no  entries  will  lie  permitted  al  ter  the  books  leave  the  Secretary’s  office. 

2.  All  stock  and  articles  must  lie  shown  in  the  class  in  which  they  were  entered,  and  in  no 
other;  and  when  entering  stock  not  lully  grown,  the  exact  age,  or  "near  it,  must  he  given  to 
the  Secretary,  to  be  recorded  on  the  entry  can!  of  the  animal. 

3.  Articles  and  animals  to  lie  exhibited  must  be  placed  under  the  care  and  direction  of  the 
officers  of  the  society  before  10  o’clock  A . AI.  of  the  day  of  exhibition,  that  they  may  be  ar- 
ranged by  them;  and  no  owner  of  such  stoea  or  article  will  be  allowed  with  it  while  the  com- 
mittee are  making  their  examination 

4 In  ease  any  animal  is  entered  for  more  than  one  premium,  one  dollar  shall  be  paid  for 
each  additional  entry 

5.  The  closed  stalls  will  be  reserved  for  stallion-,  stud  colts  and  bulls;  tne  open  stalls  lor 
mares,  lillios,  geldings,  cows  and  heifers,  during  the  dayson  which  they  are  exhibited,  and 
l'or  premium  stock  at  all  other  times  during  the  Fair. 

6.  Persons  occupying  stalls  acquire  no  right  thereto,  but  may  be  removed  atanytimeby 
the  order  of  the  Superintendent  of  that  department. 

I.  No  persons  other  than  the  committeemen  and  officers  of  the  Society,  will  be  permitted  in 
the  ring  while  stuck  is  exhibiting. 

8.  No  hull  will  be  permitted  to" conic  on  the  grounds  unless  be  is  well  secured  by  a rope,  or 
other  secure  fastening. 

9 Mipcvintendcnts  are  appointed  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  charge  of  the  animals  orarticles 
on  exhibition  in  their  lespective  classes. 

10.  The  Committees  wi  I meet  at  10  o’clock  A.  31.,  on  the  day  on  which  the  classes  which 
they  are  to  inspect  will  exhibit,  uc  the  headquarters  of  the  Board,  when  the  Superintendent 
will  proceed  to  show  them  the  animals  or  articles  they  arc  to  determine  upon. 

II.  The  reports  of  the  Committees  must  he  signed  by  a majority,  and  handed  to  the  Secre- 
tary immediately  al  ter  their  decision. 

12.  Committees  will  not  make  aw  ards  when  the  stock  and  articles  are  not  considered  worthy 
a premium. 

13.  The  Society  invites  all  persons  having  stock  to  sell  or  articles  to  bring  before  the  public 
to  attend  our  Annual  Kxhibition,  and  all  such  can  have  the  use  of  the  Society’s  grounds  by 
notifying  the  Secretary  and  paying  one  dollar  to  the  Treasurer. 

14.  Persons  wishing  to  com  pete  lor  grain  or  root  crops  must  have  the  land  accurately  meas- 
ured by  competent  persons,  and  the  produce,  if  grain,  weighed  by  lawful  standard;  if  loots, 
sixty  pounds  to  the  bushel,  before  qualified  w itnesses,  and  tile  such  attested  reports  with  the 
Secretary  before  the  12th  day  of  December,  137S,  at  which  time  the  Board  of  Directors  will 
award  ttie  premiums. 

13.  The  Committees  on  'Miscellaneous  Articles  will  report  to  the  Secretary  all  unenumerated 
articles  on  exhibition  worthy  of  notice. 

IB.  All  protests  to  premiums  must  he  presented  in  writing  at  the  time  of  the  Exhibition  to 
the  Superintendents  of  the  Departments  where  the  objectionable  awards  were  made,  and  the 
premiums  will  he  paid  hv  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as  the  list  ol  awards  is  placed  in  his  hands,  hut 
not  sooner  than  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the  exhibition;  and  all  premiums  uncalled  for  on 
the  first  of  January,  1S79,  will  he  forfeited  to  the  Society. 

17.  Premiums  will  not  tie  paid  on  premium  horses,  thoroughbred  cattle,  jacks  and  mules,  if 
notin  the  grand  procession  at  the  close  of  the  Fair;  and  premiums  will  lie  forfeited  on  all  ani- 
mals or  articles  nut  left  on  the  ground  during  the  exhibition  hours— from  9 o’clock  A.  AI.  to  4 
o'clock  P.  SI. — until  the  Fair  closes. 

18.  Owners  of  thoroughbred  stock  must  file  with  the  Secretary  a copy  ofthe  pedigree  of  all 
stock  exhibited.  The  pedigrees  of  the  premium  animals  must  he  recorded  and  pieserved  in 
the  archives  of  the  Society  tor  reference.  A failure  to  file  pedigree  on  the  part  of  exhibitor  will 
forfeit  the  premium. 

19.  The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  time  of  exhibiting  any  article  or  animal  when, 
in  their  judgment,  the  weather  will  not  permit  a fair  trial  of  speed  or  merit. 

20.  Any  person  who  shall  maliciously  take  off  any  ribbon  awarded  by  the  Committee  on 
any  article,  shall  forfeit  the  premium  on  t lie  same. 

21.  Bed  ribbon,  First  Premium;  blue  ribbon.  Second  Premium 

22.  A strong  and  efficient  police  force  will  lie  on  the  ground  both  day  and  night,  during  the 
Fair.  The  Society  will  carefully  preserve  all  articles  on  exhibition  during  the  Fair,  hut  will 
not  he  responsible  for  any  loss  or  accidents. 

23.  No  unnecessary  noise  will  be  allowed  on  or  near  the  ground. 

24.  No  species  of  intoxicating  liquors  will  he  allowed  on  or  near  the  ground;  nor  shall 
gambling  of  any  kind  he  allowed  on  or  near  the  ground  during  the  Fair. 

23  No  person  shall  he  allowed  to  hitch  any  animal  to  any  tree  within  the  ground,  or 
to  mark  or  deface  any  of  the  buildings. 

26.  No  person  shall  lie  allowed  to  hitch  any  animal  to  the  outside  of  the  fence,  nor  place  any 
wagon  or  other  vehicle  nearer  than  forty  feet  of  the  fence,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  over, 
under  penalty  ol  one  dollar  and  costs. 

27.  In  all  trials  of  speed  there  must  be  five  entries,  and  four  to  go. 

28.  Ten  per  cent,  entrance  fee  will  he  charged  on  all  entries . 

29.  The  Board  ol  Directors  reserve  the  right  to  appoint  all  . Judges  and  Committees. 

30.  Competition  open  to  the  world,  except  as  otherwise  provided.  All  entries  must  he  paid 
to  tlieSccretary  on  entering  for  premiums. 

31.  Should  the  receipts  he  Insufficient  to  pay  premiums  in  full,  they  will  be  paid  pro  rata.

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1.  The  main  object  ot  the  Society  being  to  promote  profitable  cultivation,  1 
they  do  not  propose  to  offer  premiums  lor  crops  produced  by  extravagant  ex- 
penditure: thereloro,  a detailed,  certified  account  of  the  e xpenses  of  cultiva- 
tion must,  be  made.  'J’he  expenses  ot  labor  and  manure  should  be  particularly 
staled  : also,  the  kind  and  condition  of  the  soil,  the  kind  and  quantity  of  seed 
used,  the  time  and  mode  of  putting  it  in  the  ground,  etc.,  and  Committees  will  i 
take  these  matters  into  consideration  in  making  up  their  awards. 

2.  A premium  will  not  lie  awarded  when  animals  or  articles  are  not  worthy, 

thoutrh  there  be  no  competition.  1 

3 Xo  Viewing  Committee  shall  award  any  discretionary  premiums.  When- 
ever articles  of  merit  superior  in  their  character,  are  presented,  and  which  are  : 

| entitled  to  special  commendation,  the  Committees  are  desired  to  notice  them 
i particularly,  and  refer  them  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board. 

4.  Committees,  in  making  their  awards,  shall  have  special  reference  to  the 

1 profits  which  only  accrue  from  the  improved  mode  of  raising  the  crop,  or  im- 
’ prov-iiig  the  soil,  or  stock,  or  fabrication  of  the  article  thus  olfered,  witli  the  in- 
tention that  tiie  premium  shall  be  given  for  the  most  economical  mode  ot  im- 
provement. i 

5.  The  Committee  on  Animals  will  have  regard  to  the  symmetry,  early  ma- 
turity, and  general  characteristics  of  the  breeds.  And  those  upon  oxen  and 
draft  horses  will  pay  particular  attention  to  their  working  qualifications,  in 
connection  with  other  good  qualities;  and  those  upon  roadster  horses  will  pay 
particular  attention  to  soundness  and  durability  upon  the  road. 

C.  Committees  will  report  the  animals  entitled  to  premiums  only.  Commit- 
tees shall  ballot  for  first  award,  without  previous  consultation.  I 

7.  If  there  is  not  a majority  agreeing  on  the  first  ballot,  then  the  members  f 
I of  the  Committee  will  compare  views  as  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  animals,  j 
I without  expressing  individual  preferences, and  a second  ballot  will  then  betaken,  j 

j S.  If,  after  balloting,  the  Committee  is  satisfied  that  no  agreement  on  award  f 
I of  premium  can  he  had,  then  the  members  in  charge  will  add  another  person  tr- 
■ the  Committee,  and  his  award  shall  lie  confined  to  the  animals  only  that  have 
received  ballots  from  the  original  Committee. 

9.  Any  animals  or  articles  which,  in  their  opinion,  deserve  a special  com-  ' 
inundation,  will  be  so  reported.
